Jevie money and carriage horſe prices ſhall be payed, have rhere- 
fore thought fit to declare the {ame to be in maner atterſpecified. 
- Inreſpe& it was the offer of all rhe Shires,' rather to advance 
_ their Loan and Taxr, then to borrow money, or {end in band to 
the Commitree ; Therefore the Comitree appoints the whole 
Loan and Taxt to bee advanced by every ſeveral! Shireand 
Burgh within the ſame, bertwixt and the 15. day of November 
nexr,to the ſaid Subcollefor within the ſaid Shire, for advance- 
ment whereot there is two of the hundred to be rebated and al- 
lowed for annuall-rent to the advancers , and no retention to he 
allowed to any particular perſon, for any cauſe whatſoever. 

Every one ſhall advance his owne part, or otherwile one or 
morein every Pariſh ro undertake and advance the proportion of 
that Pariſh, to whom is allowed the ſaid two of the hundred tor 
annuall-rent, and two of the hundred tor ColleQor fee. 

The money being thus advanced, the {aid SubcolleQor is to 
pay to every toot-man,who being [wotne to their colours, ſhall 
march out of the Shire under command by order , the ſaid rwo 
dollars, extending to eight Marks Scottiſh money ; and ro every 
horſe-man well mounted and armed , as ſaid is, one hundred 
pounds money foreſaid : And to the owner of every carriage 
horſe (worth fifty pounds) fiftie Marks : Andto every carriage- 
man eight Marks of-levie money : And to every foot-man, and 
carriage-man, f1xe ſhillings for every twelve miles, confo1me ro 
the particular note artd exact count thereof, ſubſcribed by the 
Clerk of the ſaid colletion, ſent ro the Subcollector of every 
Shire, 7eſpedtive, the double whereof is herewith ſent. 

And becauſe by Aﬀt&t Convention,thele who have lent mo- 
ney, advanced victuall or other proviſion for Ireland, are ordain- 
ed to be payed by the ſaid Loan , - The ſaid Committee findes 
chis way of advancing the ſame to the Subcollefors to be molt 
advantageous for the furtherance of the work in hand,and for ſa- 
tisfaction tothe ſaids perſons who have lent money, or advan- 
ced for Ireland, as ſaid is. 

And that each Shire and Burgh within the ſame, may be afſu- 
red , thit the foreſaid ſumme of money allotted for the Levies, 
price of carriage horſes, and tranſport-money , ſhall not be em- 
Moved tor any other uſe;then as is aforeſaid ; The Generall Col- 

ector , with advice and command of the ſaid Committee of E- 
ſtate , gives warrand and power to the Sub-colleQors within 
ilk Shire, after receipt of the money ſo to be advanced , to give 
band and ſecuritie, to keep the ſaid proportion of money. in his 
own hand , and not to diſpoſe thereupon, untill further order 
come for marchingor muſtering ot the ſaid men, Foot and Horſe, 
with carriage horſes, and men conforme : At which time , he

ſhall deliver the ſame in manner above-written as the Colonels

and Committees of Warre half ipods for the uſes aforeſaid, 
the remanent alwayes of the whole ſumme being advanced , as 
faid is: To the efte& theſe who have lent money, and advanced "mn 
victuall and proviſion for Ireland, may be ſatisfied , conforme to 4 
the tenour of the {aid At of Convention. 
And ficlike the ſaid Committees of Warre within the whole 
Kingdome are entreated to have their Regiments and Troupes 
of Foot and Horſe , aſwell theſe who are to come out upon ad- 
vertiſement, as tae{e who ſtayes within, ( where the ſame is nor 
alreadie done j formed, enrolled, put under command , exerci- 
{ed,and made in readineſſe , That upon fourtie eight houres war- 
| ning,their numbers appointed may be ready to march, withtheir 
f carriage horſes, armes, and all other proviſion contained in the _— 
former inſtructions of the firſt of Seprember laſt. | 
And the Colonels and Committees in every Shire are to 
rake ſpeciall care, as they would make coriſcience of the Cove- 
nant, and regard the cauſe in hand, that the ſaid Loane and Taxrt 
be advanced: And thar the Souldiers appointed to come forth, 
} be of the ableſt and moſt vigorous men in each Pariſh : Andthar 
. | they doe not upon any termes admir-old nor weak men , nor 
. young boyes and naughtie bodies to come forth. And it any 

ſuch perſon ſhall be offered to rhem, that they refuſe him , and 
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unlefle the Heritor furniſh an able man in his place, ir ſhall be 
| lawfull ro the Committee and Colonel, to take the ableſt man 
} or {ervant that belongeth to the ſaid Heriror. And the Com- 


| mittees are to cauſe the Heritors provide them Souldiers with 
Arms, two part Muskets , and third part Pikes. And that the 
Colonels cauſe their Captains to be buſte in training and exerci- 
fing their Souldiers to handle their Arms: And alſo to be carefull 

thar as many be made choice of , of theſe who ſerved in the laſt 
| expedition, bothOflicers &Souldiers,as can be conveniently had. 
And becauſe every Regiment muſt carry their own Ammuni- 
tion , and draw their own fielding-pieces , and other marerialls ; 
rhe Committee ordains that ilk Shire and Diviſton ſhall either 
buy 12. horſes for every Regiment , upon the expences of the 
| Shire or Diviſion, or hire them to be payed by the publick after 

they come to the Generall Rendezyous, as other carriage horles 
of the Artillerie, vi7, allowing a man for every two horſe, who 
\ is to have pay as a common Souldier , and foreach horſe twelve 
| thillings. Every horſe-man is to have eighteen ſhillings ſcors 
| in theirtranſport, for every twenty miles from their Rendezvous 
1n the Shire,to the Generall Rendezvous. 

Andair is ordained that report be made hereof by the Commit. 
rees of Warre in ilk Shire (ro whom the ſame is recommended ) 5 
alwell anent the advance of the Loane and Taxr , as anent the 0- ws 
ther particulars foreſaids, with all convenient diligence, after the 
receipt hereof. 
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
